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REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed Jatiuary 25, 2005. 

Applicant apologi>:es for the numbering error in the previous Response in which the 
Applicant stated that new claims 38-55 had been added. 

In fact. Applicant only added new claims numbered 29-49. All of the claims as set forth 
in the previous Amendment and Response are set forth identically in this Response. 

As set forth in the previous Response, in order to rewrite the claims in condition for 
allowance as requested by the Examiner, Applicant amended independent claims 1,11, and 20 to 
include most of the limitations of dependent claims 7, 17, and 27, respectively and canceled 
claims 4-7, 14-17, and 23-26, without prejudice. However, Applicant has removed some of the 
limitations and placed them in new independent claims 29, 35, and 41 , Nonetheless, based on 
the objected to claims in the Office Action, Applicant believes these amended claims are still 
patentable over the cited prior art. 

Similarly, Applicant has added new independent claims 29, 35, and 41, which are based 
on the objected to claims of the Office Action, with some of the limitations removed. However, 
Applicant bclievra that these new claims are also clearly patentable over the cited prior art.
